Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
IQ iion and in what manner the same is to 
be performed, I declare that what I claim 
is: — 

1. A moistener for envelopes, stamps 
and the lite executed in the form of a 
14 pen-holder, comprising two socket-pipes, 
an upper one and a lower one, connected 
to each other by means of screwing, pro- 
vided with a little movable cylinder s€t 
on an axle, fixed in the aperture of the 



lower socket-pipe, near to which inside 30 
the lower socket-pipe is inserted a mass 
of absorbed material, such as maritime 
sponge, cotton or felt in contact with the 
movable little cylinder for the purpose of 
its moistening, it being characterised 2S 
that it has press 9, the peg of which pro- 
trudes through the lateral aperture in the 
wall of the top socket-pipe 8, is connected 
outside to spring 10 and ends at the 
bottom in a small plate, by means of 80 
which pressure is applied to rubber tube 
7, containing the water situated inside 
socket-pipe a. 

2. A moistening device constructed 
substantially as herein described with 36 
reference to the accompanying drawing.
